The evolution of the modern bas« 


ball and its manufacturer are tlie sub 
ject 
of an interesting 
illustrated 


article in the August numoer 01 Pop- 
ular Mechanics Magazine. It .says: 


"Outwardly the ten cent ball bears 


a close resemblance to the 
dollar, 


ball, as every boy knows, there IB. a 
vast difference in the 'jlfe' and dua- 
bllity;of the two spheres.

ed into a core by machinery.

In another way. It would be useless for 
any barrister to argue that the ruler's 
predecessors have rorilly died, since the 
utmost the law will admit Is that there 
may be a. "demise of the crown," mean- 
ing, of course, simply that there has 
been » transfer of tho royal authority 
i'rom one person to another,. 


It is a masim that "the king can 'flo 


no wrong," n'hd under tho law he 
would not be held personally responsi- 
ble for any crime or "tort" that he 
chose to commit at any time. At any 
rate, we are assured by high constitu- 
tional Authorities that the law should 
actually and literally be so construed 
and that the statutes hold that any in- 
jury Uis majesty might inflict upon a 
subject must bo ascribed to the, king's 
advisers. One thing secma to be cer- 
tain, and that Is that his majesty can 
under no circumstances-whatsoever be 
arrested. 
Nor, moreover, could his 


gooda be distrained or taken in elocu- 
tion should ho fnii to meet his liabili- 
ties. 


A quaint feature of British law IB 


that in theory tho king is present at 


10 law court at every sitting, though 
e might in point of fact actually ud On 
lie continent or (tlsewbero. It follows, 
herefore, that it Is impossible to non- 
uit him as plaintiff should lie not put 
n an appearance when his case is 
nllod, since the law specifically states 
hat the king is there. In n similar 
ensc the king is always constructively 
iresent in parliament, though he be 
n fact thousands of miles from bia 
ihores. 


His majesty is under tho law ,tho 


nominal guardian of all Infants, idiots 
and lunatics, and to him is granted 
lie sole right to print the Bible, the 
3ook of Common Prayer and all acts 
of parliament in the United King- 
dom. It bos been slated, furthermore,
